A most gorgeous and beautiful sight," 
is now to be seen at Grass lake, one 
of the chain of lakes- surrounding 
Antioch. The lotus is now in full 
bloom, opening this year a month 
ahead of its usual schedule, due pro- 
bably to the extreme heat of last few 
weeks. 

This year the lotus, biggest and 
most beautiful in historj' extend 
over a vast area of five hundred acres 
on the western shores of Gra§s lake. 

The Grass lake lotus is probably the 
only flower of its kind in the world. 
California, it is rumored, has a small 
bed of lotus bossoms, but resort 
owners and. caretakers of the Grass 
lake flower say the western flower is 
unlike the lotus of Grass lake. Egypt 
has a lotus, which like the California 
flower, difi'ers from the Illinois lotus. 

The lotus when in full bloom has a 
wonderful scent which is wafted for 
miles .on the summer breeze and 
lovei-s of flowers from all over the 
country come yearly to see this beauti- 
ful sight. 

Numerous attempts have been made 
to transplant the lotus in different 
localities, but so far none have beert 
successful. Several times experts have 
tried to replant the flower in Lincoln 
park, Chicago, which grows practically 
every flower in existence, from tropi- 
cal plants and flowers to the most 
common domestic varieties, but with- 
out success. 

Maiiy hotels on the lakes are featur- 
ing motor boat trips through the lotus 
beds and each day carry hundreds of 
spectators.

London, July 13.— President Hard- 
lug's message looking to the calling of 
an international conference on the 
limltatiou of annaaients has been re- 
ceived with the utu\ost pleasure by 
Great Britain. Mr. Lloyd George, the 
prime minister, declared In the house 
of commons. 

Speaking on the subject of the 
Amerlcau communication the prime 
minister said: 

"1 . ueeil not say that we welcome 
with the utmost pleasure President 
Harding's wise and courteous' initia- 
tive." 

The houses cheered tlUs statement, 
and ilie .premier added: 

"In saying tlint, 1 speak for the em- 
pire as' a whole." 

"The world has been looking to the 
"Cnlied States for such a lead." Mr. 
Lloyd George declared In referring to 
President Harding's message. "I am 
conlldont that the house will esteem 
it as im act of far-seeing statesman- 
ship and will whole-heartedly wish it 
success. No effort will be lacking to 
make it so on tlie part of the British 
empire, which slmros to the full the 
liberal and progressive spirit Inspiring 
it." 

China would be admitted to the con- 
ference for the purpose of taking part 
in the consideration of the Far East- 
ern problems, and there was a feel- 
ing here that tlie discussions would 
bring about a definite understanding 
which would Include virtually the 
whole field of Intcniatloiml relations. 
Amlias.'^ador lian'cy Is understood 
to have conveyed President Harding's 
propo.-^al to Prime Minister Lloyd 
George at Che(|Uers, court Sunday. Do- 
mbilon prendcrs, who were spending 
the week-end with Mr. Lloyd George, 
joined with him In heartily receiving 
Mr. Harvey and voicing appreciation 
of Mr. Harding's action In asking for 
u conference. * 

Newspaper connnent would appear 
to indicate deep gratification on the 
part of the British people over the 
prospects of a disarmament confcsr- 
ence, it being felt that such a meeting 
would clear away the dlflicultles sur- 
rounding a renewal of the Anylo-.Iap- 
anese alliance, to whlcli there .seems 
to luive l)een a rising tide of opposi- 
tion. Internal an:air.s in England 
would at once rellect the reHcf felt 
by a limitation of annameuts, It was 
deciaretl liere. 

Washington, July 13.— Definite steps 
taken by President Harding looking 
to a conference In Washlnfjton of the 
principal allied and associated powers 
to discuss limitation of urnuimcnt and 
Pacific and Fur Eastern problems, are 
announced by the State department In 
the following statement: 

"The President, \n view of the fnr- 
rcacldng Importance of the question 
of limitation of armaments, 1ms ap- 
proached wltli Informal but deflnllo 
inquiry the group of powers hereto- 
fore known as the principal allied and 
associated powerp, tlmt Is: Great 
Britain, France, Italy and .Tapan, to 
ascertain whether It would be agrce- 
; able to them to take part in a confer- 
once on this subject, to be held in 
Washington at aUlme to be mutually, 
agreed upon. ■ 

"If the proposal Is found to be ac- 
ceptable, formal invitations for such 
u conference will be Issued. 

"It Is numlfest tlait the question of 
limitation of arnaimcnts has a close 
relation to Pacific and Far Eastern 
problems, and the President has sug- 
fjestcd that tlie powers especially In- 
terested In these problems should un- 
dertake, In connection with the con- 
ference, the consideration of all mat- 
ters bearing upon their solution, wltli 
a view to reaching a common under- 
standing with respect to principles 
and policy of the Far East. This Ims 
been comnnniloated to tlie powers con- 
cfemed, nnd China has also I>een in- 
vited to take part In tlie discussion re- 
lating to Far Eastern problems." 



GOULD BEAT HANDS 





London, July 12. — Premier Lloyd 
George ofilcIaUy invited Eamonu De 
Valera to meet him In London this 
week td discuss the question of peace 
In Ireland. 

The premier sent tlie following tele- 
gram to the Irish leader: 

"I liave received your letter of ac- 
ceptance and I shall be happy to see 
you and any colleagues whom you 
wish to bring with you. to Downing 
street any day this week. Please wire 
date of your arrival In London." 

Ireland I.h to become a British do- 
minion by an agreement already 
reached by the British government 
with the Sinn Fein and the unionists 
of southern Ireland. 

The onjy discontents to this accord 
on the eve of tlie London conference 
are the Onmgemen, although the 
counties of Ireland where they pre- 
dominate are to be offered special 
guarantees. 

It Is Impossible to overemphasize 
tho Ulster dlfilculty, but it Is to bo 
pointed out that the historic cycle 
again has taken a full turn. It Is now 
Ulster nnd not south and west Ire- 
land that Is likely to prejudice the 
chances of peace. 

During the past week Sir James 
Craig has assured King George and 
Premier IJoyd George that he would 
work Ills hardest to Induce Ills follow- 
ers to accept the dominion settlement. 
The British government Is pledged to 
the hilt not to coerce the Orangemen 
to accept a settlement of which they 
do not approve, but It Is certain that 
they will have to take less authority 
tflnn that conferrerl on them hy the 
partition home rule act, which has 
failed of operation in southern Ire- 
■ land. 

Premier Lloyd George spent tho 
week-end at his (Country place, but he 
wns in hourly couimunlcntion with 
Sir Hanmr Greenwood, chief secretary 
for Ireland, who .spends his time at 
the Irish ofiice at the end of a direct 
wire leading to Dublin castle, seat of 
the English government In Ireland. 

The Irish odicc Issued a statement 
saying: 

"The more nnnouncement of the 
truce reacted favorably throunhont 
tho Irish countryside. A friendly 
spirit Is abroad In Ireland. There was 
no provocation on either side. There 
were only one or two minor outrages. 
"The attack on the IJelfaKt patrol 
was unfortunate, but It may have 
been due to local dlfilcultles outside 
the control of tho Sinn Fein." 

In pursuance of the terms of the 
truce all recrultlni: for the royal Irish 
constabulary has been stopped. 

DulJIn, Jtily VI. — "Ireland hopes 
that the time Is not far distant when 
she, one of the oldest of the European 
nations, amy take her place among 
the free peoples of the world." 

This statement was given- to news- 
paper men hy Eanionn De Valera. 
"president of the Irish republic." He 
nddcd : 

"Should our hope come to fruition 
Europe nnd all humanity will bear 
with profound relief that tho ute of 
force to overcome the national right 
of Ireland lias been ni)andoned after 
seven centuries by one of the greatest 
military powers of the worJd."

Wlicn the Ice mudea crust ovor the 
800W, he learned to walk- on snow- 
Bboes. At first tliere were pained 
ankles and endless floundering In the 
drifts.

dries water. Of course the picture 
Isn't entirely plain. It Is more a tJiIng 
guessed at, nphotogniph In some dark 
part of na uader-consclousness that 
haa constantly grown more dim as the 
centuries have passed. Bosslbly some- 
time It will fade out nitogctlior; and 
then a nion may continue to discuss 
the weather while the Song from the 
ridge shudders In at the windows. But 
the world will be quite cold liy then, 
ond no longer particularly Interesting. 
And possibly even the wolves them- 
selves will then he tamed to play dead 
and speak pieces— which means the 
wilderness Itself will ho tamed. For 
ns long as the wild lasts, the pack will 
run through It In the winter.

Variety That Is Almost Extinct 

in the United States. 

Cotton raising has become one of 
the principal Industries of the Virgin 
Ifilnnds, Uncle Sam's newest territorial 
possession, nccordlng to Bulletin No. 1, 
Sen Island Cotton In St. Croix, of the 
Virgin Islands agricultural experiment 
station, just Issued liy the United 
Stntes Deimrtment of Agriculture. 

Sea-lsJand cotton, the much-prized, 
long-staple variety which lias been ren- 
dered almost extinct In continental 
United' Stntes by the boll weevil. Is 
the basis of tiie Virgin Islands Industry. 
The area devoted to It, widle as yet 
small, produced an average yield of 
1,000 pounds of seed cotton to the acre 
In lOlD and 1020. One of the plats at 
the government experiment station 
produced at the rate of 4,450 pounds 
of tjeed cotton.
